In 
8/50 Sarant fled the U.S. after preliminary questioning 
by Bureau Agents and his present whereabouts is unknown.

The subject was a member of the ROSENBERG espionage 
ring. In 1950 he deserted his wife and disappeared with 
CAROL DAYTON, the wife of BRUCE DAYTON. He has not been heard 
from since that time. Members of the subject's family have been 
previously interviewed in an attempt to locate the subject. 
However, prior to the reported interviews, they had not been 
inter/ lowed for several years.
